Beliefs Abo ut Twins 
Are Refuted by Test 
Madison, 
Wis.—Twins 
are 
folk s just lik e the rest of us, 
are not mentally handicapped, 
and do not acquire similar char­ 
acteristics with age. 
Prof. Curtis Merriman, Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin psy cholo­ 
gist, arrived at the above con­ 
clusions after a recent study , 
in which he psy chologically ex­ 
amined 200 pairs of twins, ail 
pupils in elementary schools. 
In answer to a common sup­ 
position, Merriman found that 
older pairs of twins do not re­ 
semble each other intellectually 
any more than y ounger pairs of 
twins do not resem ble\acb oilier 
Intellectually . 
Another popular belief shat­ 
tered in the tests was that twins 
have to divide the Intellectual 
power which would have been 
alloted had a single child been 
born to the same parents. Re­ 
sults of the psy chologist's ex­

Home-Grown Feed 
Saves Dairymen 


Not Difficult Matter if Crop 
Rotations Are Correct­ 
ly Arranged., 


(B y F. B. M ORRISQN, A ssistant Director, 
Agricultural Experim ent Station, University 
of Wisconsin.) 
Right now, many dairymen, who 
have been paying heavy feed bills 
month after month, are asking them­ 
selves, “ Is there not some way of 
growing the feeds on my own farm 
which will make a balanced ration for 
my herd?” 
It Is entirely possible for them to do 
this If they will plan their crop rota­ 
tions right. 
Experiments have shown that a sim­ 
ple ration, made up of plenty of good 
alfalfa hay and corn silage* with a 
mixture of ground corn and oats Is 
satisfactory for cows producing not 
over about one pound 
of butterfat 
daily. 
Ground barley may be sub­ 
stituted for the ground corn. 
Home-Grown Rations Stand Test. 
In each of two trials a ration of al­ 
falfa hay, corn silage and a concen­ 
trate mixture of equal weights of corn 
and oats was compared with another 
ration made up of the same feeds plus 
linseed and cottonseed meal. One mix­ 
ture was fed to one group of cows and 
the other to another lot, the same 
amounts being fed In both cases. 
In 
each trial the home-grown ration main­ 
tained the yield of milk and butter- 
fat as well as the ration to which the 
linseed and cottonseed meal had been 
added. 
These trials, together with the r e 
suits of nutrition experim ents by the 
agricultural 
chemistry 
department, j sanitary method, 
show that when cows have plenty of 
choice alfalfa hay there is no need of Buttermilk everv day. 
purchasing expensive protein-rich con- 
* 
centrâtes to keep up a fairly good pro­ 
duction. 
This is because alfalfa hay 
is sufficiently rich In protein to bal- I 
ance the ration. 
For the best cows, those producing i 
more than a pound of butterfat daily, j 
it Is advisable to add some protein- i 
rich feed to the ration even when there 
is plenty of alfalfa hay.

Beans for Em ergency Crop. 
If a farmer will have no alfalfa this 
summer, soy beans will prove a good j 
substitute. 
The county agent or ag­ 
ricultural college will tell how to get 
a good stand and care for the crop. 
Feeding experiments carried on by 
the agricultural college during the last 
four years have shown that soy-bean 
hay Is worth about three-fourths as 
much as alfalfa for dairy cows, which 
gives It a high rank as a dairy feed. 
Clover hay Is much lower in protein 
than alfalfa, making it less suited for 
an entirely home-grown ration. There­ 
fore, even with plenty of first-class 
clover hay and corn silage, consider­ 
able protein-rich feeds such as cot­ 
tonseed 
meal, 
linseed 
meal, 
wheat 
bran or gluten feed are necessary to 
balance the ration even though the 
cows are not producing more than a 
pound of fat daily.

HORSE SOLDIER 
IS NOW PASSE 


Mo dern Co nditio ns o f W ar­ 
fare Make Cav alry Obso ­ 
lete as Fig hting Arm. 


Lo ndo n.—Th e cav alry as an arm o f 
th e British figh ting forces Is to be re­ 
duced in number and ev entually mnv 
be abolish ed. Th e tank, armored car. 
airp lane, mach ine g un and Increased 
p ower and range o f artillery h av e 
combined to make th e h orse soldier 
obsolete under modern conditions of 
warfare, and many military ex p erts 
In th is country h av e condemned h im. 
In n recent statement before p arlia­ 
ment Sir L. Worth ington-Ev ans, sec­ 
retary of state for war, foresh adowed 
th e decline and fall o f th e cav alry In 
th ese words: 
“Th ere is a resp onsible body of op in­ 
ion h olding th at, in p rincip le, th e day 
of th e h orse Is ov er, and th at th e du­ 
ties of th e cav alry sh ould 
be p er­ 
formed, and would 
be better p er­ 
formed, by airp lanes and by troop s 
mounted In rap idly 
mov ing 
cross­ 
country v eh icles, such as ligh t fast 
tanks and armored cars. On th e oth er 
h and, it is urged th at th ere are many 
military situations p ossible In v arious 
p arts of th e world in wh ich , comp ared 
with th e adap tability of th e h orsed 
unit, a mech anically transp orted unit 
would be at a great disadv antage. 
Th e Best Solution. 
“At p resent an unbridged riv er p re­ 
sents an unp assable object to tanks 
and p resents but few difficulties to 
cav alry , and th ere are many riv ers in 
countries in wh ich our army must be 
p rep ared to op erate. 
I believ e th e 
truth is th at we h av e not y et got th e 
data up on wh ich to make an irrev o­ 
cable decision as to th e kind of mili­ 
tary force wh ich Is to do th e work 
h fgh erto done by th e cav alry . 
For 
th e p resent th e best solution seems 
to be a combination of th e two. 
“Last y ear I asked a committee of 
military ex p erts to giv e me some ad­ 
v ice as to th e cav alry requirements 
of th e army . Th ey directed my atten ­ 
tion, In th e first p lace, to two grav e 
defects in th e cav alry as it is organ­ 
ized and equip p ed today . To take its 
p lace effectiv ely in a modern army , 
th e cav alry regiment h as neith er suffi­ 
cient mobility nor adequate fire p ow­ 
er. Th e lack of mobility is due p artly 
to th e ex cessiv e weigh t th at th e troop 
force h as now to carry . Th is serious­ 
ly reduces a regiment’s sp eed 
and 
range of action, and th e already n ar­ 
row radius of action is still furth er 
limited by its dep endence on its p on­ 
derous and slow-mov ing transp ort. 
“Th e lack of fire p ower is p artly 
due to on insufficiency of 
mach ine 
guns and p artly to th e unsuitability 
of th e Hotch kiss gun. 
Th e army 
council h as decided to take step s Im­ 
mediately to remedy th e defects, so 
far as p ossible, by p rov iding mech an­ 
ical v eh icles for th e first-line tran s­ 
p ort and eigh t mach ine guns instead 
of four as at p resent, to be carried In 
mech anical v eh icles. Instead of on 
p ack h orses. 
“At p resent th is reorganization will 
be confined to th e six -line regiments 
only , but th e Intention Is to ex tend 
th e new organization to all th e cav ­ 
alry as funds become av ailable, sub­ 
ject to such modifications as ex p eri­ 
ence may suggest. More research and 
ex p eriments are necessary before we 
come to a final decision. 
Seek Suitable Veh icle. 
“To mech anize th e 
cav alry 
com­ 
p letely with an unsuitable v eh icle— 
and th ere is no suitable v eh icle at 
p resent—would be a most ex p ensiv e 
mistake. 
Th e h orse may not h e all 
th at It sh ould be, but, in th e mean­ 
time, it Is better th an a v eh icle th at 
is all th at it sh ould not be. 
But I 
can assure th e h ouse th at th e p ro­ 
v ision of a suitable cross-country v e­ 
h icle Is th e subject of continuous re­ 
search and ex p eriment 
“Meanwh ile, 
th e 
reorganization 
wh ich p rov ides for th e mech anization 
of th e first-line transp ort and th e car­ 
riage of th e mach ine guns enables us 
to increase cav alry mobility and fire 
p ower, and at th e same time to re­ 
duce th e number of men and h orses.” 
Th e last sentence tells th e story . 
By utilizing a little mach inery , th e 
number of men and h orses 
Is re­ 
duced by h undreds, and th e reduction 
is accomp anied by a decided increase 
in both fire p ower and mobility . 
It is strange th at England sh ould 
be th e first great p ower to *» orae out 
unequiv ocally in Its condemnation of 
cav alry as a suitable arm for modern 
warfare. 
No one can doubt th at th e 
statement of th e secretary of war is 
a condemnation. 
If th e statement is 
a trifle v eiled, th at Is a concession to 
th e British army 's lingering dev otion 
to th e cav alry . 
Cav alry ruled th e 
British army and ruled It p oorly , ac­ 
cording to many critics and observ ers, 
being resp onsible for many blunders. 
Today 
th e 
war 
office 
seems 
con 
v inced th at th e h orse soldier belongs 
only to th e p ast and, being conv inced. 
Is—in th e words of one military writer 
—“gratify lngly 
enth usiastic 
In 
its 
ch amp ionsh ip of th e new meth ods of 
‘mech anization.’ ” 
Continuing, th is critic observ es: 
Horse Outdistanced. 
“Th e ch ange is, of course, Inev lta 
ble. 
It is only one item in a p rocess 
wh ich h as been altering th e outward 
life of th e civ ilized world since th e 
age of mech anical Inv ention began. 
In th e sp eeding up of modern war­ 
fare—a sp eeding up wh ich entails th e 
mech anical transp ortation of infantr\ 
—th e h orse h as been h op elessly out­ 
distanced. He h as been beaten on his 


o wn ground; h e has become an ‘also 
ran.” 
“Cav alry is, In fact, sup erseded, not 
only by th e greater stability wh ich 
certain asp ects of modern war take 
on, but also by its greater mobility 
wh en trench warfare Is abandoned. 
Reconnoiterlng is now done by th e air­ 
p lane, th e ch arge by tanks, th e trans­ 
p ort of men and material by lorry ; 
ev en th e guns are brough t up by trac­ 
tor. 
Th e h orse h as bidden farewell 
to th e battlefield and on all but p ic­ 
turesque grounds we may be th ank­ 
ful.“ 
Soldiers will regret th e p assing of 
th e cav alry . 
To th em it is a beauti­ 
ful arm of th e serv ice, colorful and 
dauntless. 
Its morale is alway s h igh , 
for it is v ery p roud, and it Is steep ed 
in traditions of v alor. 
Th ere is no 
military sp ectacle comp arable to a 
cav alry ch arge. Th ere is no military 
ceremony comp arable to a cav nlry re­ 
v iew. 
Wh o, h av ing been a cav alry ­ 
man, would not again th rill at th e 
command: “Pass in rev iew. 
Column 
of p latoons on first troop , first squad­ 
ro n. forward, 
guide 
righ t, 
column 
righ t! 
Ilow-w-w-w!”

That the first draft 
of 
Poe’s 
"Raven*’ was scribbled 
on 
the 
edges of a theater program as the 
author stood under a street-light 
at midnight, oblivious of 
the 
sleet which 
was 
falling 
about 
him, was recalled 
the other day 
when the only known autograph 
copy of the poem passed from a 
private owner 
to the hands 
of 
collectors. 
Manuscript 
experts 
say that there is no other Ameri­ 
can literary 
document 
of com­ 
parable value outside of libraries 
and it is estimated to 
be worth 
more than $50,000. 
The 
late 
Dr. 
Carne l i n s 
Mathews, journalist and lawyer, 
first president of the New York 
University 
Alumni 
Association, 
who 
organized 
the 
Copyright 
Club in 1843 told the story to his 
niece, Frances Aymar 
Mathews 
who became interested in it after 
she 
had 
found 
among 
her 
{uncle’s keepsakes a portrait of 
J Poe inscribed: “To 
my 
friend, 
I Cornelius Mathews, from his de­ 
moted friend, Edgar Allen Poe.” 
“It was a drizzly night in the 
I winter 
of 
1844-45, 
that 
Dr. 
(Mathews, in his 
early twenties 
| and with a play of his 
own he 
was trying to get produced, went 
I to the famous old Park Theater, 
then on Park Row, present home 
I of New York newspapers and far 
from what 
is now 
the 
theater 
{district. 
When seated, he found 


himself beside Poe whom he had 
known for a number of years. 
“ He spoke a little of his wife,” 
said Dr. Mathews, “ after my in­ 
quiries' of her not being able to 
come out on a night like this; of 
his mother-in-law, of Willis, of 
Lowell, 
Mrs. 
Browning, 
and 
finally, of ourselves.” 
Engrossed in their talk, they 
gave little heed to the stage. 
“He w as one of the most cour­ 
teous and 
attentive 
listeners I 
ever 
encountered,” 
said 
Dr. 
Mathews, “and inquired as to the 
'play I was so intent upon. It was 
‘Witchcraft’ and as briefly as I 
could I outlined the plot to him. 
As I came to the 
close 
of 
my 
{fourth act, depicting the anguish 
and horror of my hero, 
Gideon, 
on 
being 
convinced 
that 
his 
mother is in truth 
a witch, be­ 
holding as he does the 
signs in 
the elements and in the sky, Poe, 
his gaze fixed before him, said in 
his low voice, ‘Mr. Mathews, why 
do you not at this point have a 
raven, that bird of ill-omen, flit 
across the stage over the witch’s 
head ?* 
“I told him that while the pic­ 
turesqueness of the bird would be 
undeniable, the unity of the. at­ 
mosphere would be disturbed by 
its introduction, that a raven in 
Salem town would never do. 
“ ‘Do you know,’ Poe replied, 
his voice so low it could not dis­ 
turb even his nearest neighbor, 
{‘that that bird, that imp-bird pur­ 
sues me mentally, perpetually; I 
cannot rid myself of its presence; 
as I sit here I seem to hear the 
melancholy of its croak as I used 
to hear it in my boyhood days at 
school at 
Stoke-Newington: 
I 
seem to hear the sordid flap of its 
wings in my ears.’ 
“I turned and looked at him; 
I could see very plainly that both 
I and my drama had been left far 
behind, that his brain was busy 
with some .strange fantsy, and I

“Presently he drew’ himself up 
and folded his arms across 
his

“ ‘I wonder,’ he said, ‘if Dick­ 
ens has ever been haunted by the 
raven as I am; I w’onder if tile 
raven in ‘Barnaby Rudge’ is his 
expression of the 
monotonous 
pow*er of the bird over his mind 
— what do you think?’ 
“I answered that from a long 
correspondence with Dickens 
I 
took him to be a man so little in­ 
clined to the introspective that 
his presentation of Barnaby’s Ra­ 
ven was likely to have been more 
for its effect than as the result of 
a deep cause. 
“ ‘I see,’ responded Poe; ‘that 
is precisely it. 
Some men sway 
trifles, foibles or events to their 
own shaping; others are swayed 
and sw’iing hither and thither by 
whispers heard only by 
them­ 
selves.’ ” 
Leaving the theater together, 
Dr. Mathews turned to ask Poe 
to supper in a nearby restaurant, 
but the poet was nowhere in 
sight; and, although Dr. Mathews 
sought him everywhere in the 
crowd, Poe was not to be found. 
So. Dr. Mathews wrent alone to 
supper, and it was after midnight 
w’hen he boarded a jolting bus for 
the ride up Broadway 
to 
his 
home, that being before the days 
of street cars. 
It was growing 
colder, the rain was freezing as 
it fell, and the windows of the 
bus were dimmed w’ith moisture. 
Rubbing a clear place on the glass 
and peering out to see where he 
was Dr. Mathews was astonished 
to discover Poe standing under a 
street light at Bleecker street, ap­ 
parently waiting on the margin of 
Ids theater program. 
Poe had no 
umbrella but apparently was ob­ 
livious of the falling rain. 
Dr. 
Mathews sprang from the bus 
and hurried to the curb, called 
Poe by name and held his tim­ 
brel over the poet’s head. 
Poe, courteous and gentle, yet 
showed his chagrin at being in 
terrupted. 
He admitted he had 
anticipated the invitation to .sup­ 
per and had 
slipped 
away 
to 
avoid it. 
“I thank you very much,” he 
said, “but I could not have eaten 
or drunk or slept 
further 
than 
this, or wraited a moment longer 
than now.” 
Poe had been on his Wray home 
(he lived in what was then Amity 
street, a few blocks 
distant, 
in 
Greenwich Village, a district that 
had not then 
acquired 
its Bo­ 
hemian reputation) when the im­ 
pulse to set down a line of the 
poem then possessing his mind 
became so strong that he dared 
not wait even the short time be­ 
fore he could gain shelter. 
“It is the 
Raven” 
said 
Poe. 
“Let me read you 
a stanza 
or 
tw’O, here and now, will you?” 
Swayed by the poet’s 
mood 
and forgetting the hour, the storm 
and the cold, Dr. Mathews bade 
him read. 
Poe began in 
a low 
monotone the now famous lines: 


“Once upon a midnight 
dreary, 
while I pondered weak and 
weary 
Over many a quaint and curious 
volume of forgotten lore— 
While I nodded, nearly napping, 
suddenly there came a tap­ 
ping 
As of some one gently 
rapping, 
rapping at my chamber door 
Only this, and nothing more 


Ah, distinctly I remember, it was 
in the bleak December— ” 


At this point, Poe paused and 
stood gazing into the black night 
above them. 
Dr. Mathews im­ 
plored him 
to go on, and 
Poe 
resumed: 


“Ah, distinctly I 
remember, it 
was in the bleak December, 
And each separate, dying ember 
wrought its ghost upon the 
floor. 
Eagerly I wished 
the 
morrow; 
vainly I had sought to bor­ 
row 
From my books surcease of sor­ 
row—sorrow 
for 
the lost 
Lenore— 
For the rare and radiant maiden 
whom 
the 
angels 
name 
Lenore— 
Nameless 
here 
for 
ever­ 
more.”

that Poe go home, offering to give 
him the shelter of his 
umbrella 
the rest of the way. 
“We reached the steps of his 
residence,” related Dr. Mathews, 
j “and then he turned and thanked 
me with the peculiar grace and 
{charm of manner which in my ac­ 
quaintance with him always dis­ 
tinguished Edgar Allen Poe, say­ 
ing: 
“ ‘Will you come in?’ 
“ ‘No,’ I replied, ‘surely not. 
Some other time; meantime, if I 
can gfcrve you in any way let me 
know’, and be sure to finish 
this 
Raven poem.’ 
With a melancholy 
sigh 
Poe 
replied: 
“ ‘I shall have to— it will not 
let me rest; it will not let me 
sleep until it is completed. 
Per­ 
haps If I have 
once put it on 
paper the ill-omened 
fowl 
will 
leave me in peace.’ 
“A light 
shone 
above, 
and 
against the film of the curtain I 
saw the slender, girlish figure I 
knew to be his wife’s.

Are Refuted by Test 
Madison, 
W is.—Twins 
are 
folks just like the rest of us, 
are not mentally handicapped, 
and do not acquire similar char- 
acteristics with age. 
Prof. Curtis Merriman, Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin psychol0* 
gist, arrived at the above con­ 
clusions after a recent study, 
in which he psychologically ex­ 
amined 200 pairs of twins, all 
pupils in elementary schools. 
In answer to a common sup­ 
position, Merriman found that 
older pairs of twins (lo not re­ 
semble each other Intellectually 
any more than younger pairs of 
twins do not resemble each other 
Intellectually. 
Another popular belief shat­ 
tered in the tests was that twins 
have to divide the intellectual 
power which would have been 
alloted had a single child been 
born to the some parents. Re­ 
sults of the psychologist’s ex­ 
amination showed that the av­ 
erage intelligence quotient of all 
twins was 96—almost a normal 
IOO.

In each of two trials a ration of al­ 
falfa hay, corn silage and a concen­ 
trate mixture of equal weights of corn 
and oats was compared with another 
ration made up of the same feeds plus 
linseed and cottonseed meal. One mix­ 
ture was fed to one group of cows and 
the other to another lot, the same j 
amounts being fed In both cases. 
In | \V e a r e again starting to 
each trial the home-grown ration main­ 
tained the yield of milk and butter­ 
fat as well as the ration to which the 
linseed and cottonseed meal had been 
added. 
These trials, together with the re­ 
sults of nutrition experiments by the 
agricultural 
chemistry 
department, ! sanitary method, 
show that when cows have plenty of 
I 
choice alfalfa hay there is no need of Butterm ilk e v e r y d a y . 
purchasing expensive protein-rich con­ 
centrates to keep up a fairly good pro­ 
duction. 
This is because alfalfa hay 
is sufficiently rich In protein to bal­ 
ance the ration. 
For the best cows, those producing 
more than a pound of butterfat dally, 
It Is advisable to add some protein- 
rich feed to the ration even when there 
Is plenty of alfalfa hay. 
Soy Beans for Emergency Crop. 
If a farmer will have no alfalfa this 
summer, soy beans will prove a good 
substitute. 
The county agent or ag­ 
ricultural college will tell how to get 
a good stand and care for the crop. 
Feeding experiments carried on by 
the agricultural college during the last 
four years have shown that soy-bean 
hay Is worth about three-fourths as 
much as alfalfa for dairy cows, which 
gives it a high rank as a dairy feed. 
Clover hay is much lower In protein 
than alfalfa, making it less suited for 
an entirely home-grown ration. There­ 
fore, even with plenty of first-class 
clover hay and corn silage, consider­ 
able protein-rich feeds such as cot­ 
tonseed 
meal,- linseed 
meal, 
wheat 
bran or gluten feed are necessary to 
balance the ration even though the 
cows are not producing more than a 
pound of fat daily.

System of Brooding and 
Rearing Chicken Flock 
Proof Is definite that Improperly 
brooded chicks never produce as many 
eggs and never are as vigorous and 
healthy as the same quality of chicks 
properly brooded.

HORSE SOLDIER 


IS NOW PASSE 


Modern Conditions of W ar­ 
fare Make Cavalry Obso­ 
lete as Fighting Arm. 


London.—The cavalry as an arm of 
the British fighting forces Is to be re­ 
duced In number and eventually may 
be abolished. The tank, armored car. 
airplane, machine gun and Increased 
power and range of artillery have 
combined to make the horse soldier 
obsolete under modern conditions of 
warfare, and many military experts 
In this country have condemned him. 
In a recent statement before parlia­ 
ment Sir L. Worthington-Evans. sec­ 
retary of state for war, foreshadowed 
the decline and fall of the cavalry In 
these words: 
“There is a responsible body of opln 
Ion holding that, in principle, the day 
of the horse is over, and that the du­ 
ties of the cavalry should he per­ 
formed, and would 
be better per­ 
formed, by airplanes and by troops 
mounted In rapidly 
moving 
cross­ 
country vehicles, 6uch as light fast 
tanks and armored cars. On the other 
hand, It Is urged that there are many 
military situations possible In various 
parts of the world In which, compared 
with the adaptability of the horsed 
unit, a mechanically transported unit 
would be at a great disadvantage. 
The Beet Solution. 
“At present an unbridged river pre­ 
sents an unpassable object to tanks 
and presents but few difficulties to 
cavalry, and there are many rivers in 


own ground; be has become an ’also 
ram* 
"Cavalry Is, In fact, superseded, not 
only by the greater stability which 
certain aspects of modern war take 
on, but also by Ifs greater mobility 
when trench warfare Is abandoned. 
Reconnoitering is now done by the air­ 
plane, the charge by tanks, the trans­ 
port of men and material by lorry; 
even the guns are brought up by trac­ 
tor. 
The horse has bidden farewell 
to the battlefield and on all but pic­ 
turesque grounds we may be thank­ 
ful.** 
Soldiers will regret the passing of 
the Cavalry. 
To them It is a beauti­ 
ful arm of the service, colorful and 
dauntless. 
Its morale Is always high, 
for it Is very proud, and It Is steeped 
in traditions of valor. 
There is no 
military spectacle comparable to a 
cavalry charge. There is no military 
ceremony comparable to a cavalry re­ 
view. 
Who, having been a cavalry­ 
man, would not again thrill at the 
command: “Pass in review. 
Column 
of platoons on first troop, first squad­ 
ron, 
forward, 
guide 
right, 
column 
right I 
How-w-w-w I’*

“Last year I asked a committee of 
military experts to give me some ad* 
| vice os to the cavalry requirements 
i of the army. They directed my atten­ 
tion, In the first place, to two grave 
i defects In the cavalry as It Is organ­ 
ized and equipped today. To take its 
place effectively In a modern army, 
the cavalry regiment has neither suffi­ 
cient mobility nor adequate fire pow­ 
er. The lack of mobility is due partly 
to the excessive weight that the troop 
force has now to carry. This serious­ 
ly reduces a regiment’s speed 
and 
range of action, and the already nar­ 
row radius of action Is still further 
limited by its dependence on Its pon­ 
derous and slow-moving transport. 
“The lack of fire power Is partly 
due to an insufficiency of 
machine 
guns and partly to the unsuitability 
of the Hotchkiss gun. 
The army 
council has decided to take steps Im­ 
mediately to remedy the defects, so 
far as possible, by providing mechan­ 
ical vehicles for the first-line trans­ 
port and eight machine guns Instead 
of four as at present, to be carried In 
mechanical vehicles. Instead of on 
pack horses. 
“At present this reorganization will 
be confined to the six-line regiments 
only, but the Intention Is to extend 
tile new organization to all the cav­ 
alry as funds become available, sub­ 
ject to such modifications as experi­ 
ence may suggest. More research and 
experiments are necessary before we 
come to a final decision. 
Seek Suitable Vehicle. 
“To mechanize the cavalry 
com­ 
pletely with an unsuitable vehicle— 
and there is no suitable vehicle at 
present—would be a most expensive 
mistake. 
The horse may not he all 
that It should be, but, In the mean­ 
time, it is better than a vehicle that 
Is all that It should not be. 
But I 
can assure the house that the pro­ 
vision of a suitable cross-country ve­ 
hicle Is the subject of continuous re­ 
search and experiment 
“Meanwhile, 
the 
reorganization 
which provides for the mechanization 
of the first-line transport and the car­ 
riage of the machine guns enables us 
to increase cavalry mobility and fire 
power, and at the same time to re­ 
duce the number of men and horses.” 
The last sentence tells the story. 
By utilizing a little machinery, the 
number of men and horses 
is re­ 
duced by hundreds, and the reduction 
is accompanied by a decided increase 
in both fire power and mobility. 
It Is strange that England should 
be the first great power to ^ome out 
unequivocally in its condemnation of 
cavalry as a suitable arm for modern 
warfare. 
No one can doubt that the 
statement of the secretary of war is 
a condemnation. 
If the statement Is 
a trifle veiled, that Is a concession to 
the British army’s lingering devotion 
to the cavalry. 
Cavalry ruled the 
British army and ruled It poorly, ac­ 
cording to many critics and observers, 
being responsible for many blunders. 
Today 
the 
war 
office 
seems 
con 
vinced that the horse soldier belongs 
only to the past and, being convinced. 
Is—in the words of one ordinary writer 
—"gratifyingly 
enthusiastic 
In 
its 
championship of the new methods of 
‘mechanization.’ ” 
Continuing, this critic observes: 
Horse Outdistanced. 
“The change Is, of course, Inevita 
ble. 
It Is only one Item in a process 
which has been altering the outward 
life of the civilized world since the 
age of mechanical Invention began. 
In the speeding up of modern war­ 
fare—a speeding up which entails the 
mechanical transportation of infantn 
—the horse has been hopelessly out­ 
distanced. He has been beaten on his 


the skull torn off. The ground nearby 
was blood-spattered and torn by bear 
tracks, evidence of a terrific battle. 
The bloody ax was still clutched In 
Meany’s hand. 
Yarzeau vowed he would get the 
“killer." 
Other trappers In the dis­ 
trict pledged their ald. Later Yarzeau 
made good the threat, shooting the 
grizzly as he lumbered across a clear­ 
ing in the McGregor river valley, a 
few 
hundred 
yards 
from 
Meany’s 
death scene. The bear’s jaws showed 
where they had been shattered by the 
ax.

California Ships Owls 
to Kill Australian Rats 
Washington.—The American owl is 
needed In the South Sea islands to I 
exterminate rats, according to an of­ 
ficial announcement by the Deport­ 
ment of Commerce, which stated that 
a shipment of owls had just left San 
Diego, Calif., for Lord Howe island, 
South Australia, to be used In remov­ 
ing a rat pest threatening local crops. 
Lord Howe island has a population 
of 111 persons, whose principal occu­ 
pation Is the production of palm seeds. 
Department officials assume the rats 
bothering the Lord Howe Islanders 
came from Incoming 
vessels. 
The 
rodents multiplied so rapidly that they 
menace tile life of the palm trees on 
the island. 
Attempts were made to combat the 
rat plague by the use of cats. 
This 
failed and American owls now have 
been called Into service.

it fell, and the windows of the 
bus were dimmed with moisture. 
Rubbing a clear place on the glass 
and peering out to see where he 
was Dr. Mathews was astonished 
to discover Poe standing under a 
street light at Bleecker street, a p ­ 
parently writing on the margin of 
his theater program. 
Poe had no 
umbrella but apparently was ob­ 
livious of the falling rain.

M athews sprang 
from 
the bus 
and hurried to the curb, called 
Poe by name and held his tim­ 
brel over the poet’s head. 
Poe, courteous and gentle, yet 


tinguished E dgar Allen Poe, say­ 
ing: 
“ ‘Will you come in ? ’ 
“ ‘No,’ I replied, 
‘surely 
not. 
Some other tim e; meantime, if I 
can i&rve you in any way let me 
know, and be sure to finish 
this 
Raven poem.’ ” 
W ith a melancholy 
sigh 
Poe 
replied: 
“ ‘I shall have to— it will not
